There was a time in Amanda 
Ravenhorst’s career with Ed¬ 
monton Transit Services (ETS) 
when she was forced to quit 
because she couldn’t find day¬ 
care services that accommo¬ 
dated her work hours. 

“When my kids were 
younger, I went to my general 
supervisor, I went to talk to 
anyone and said, ‘Help me.’ 
And there was nothing,” she 
said. 

Now, the mother of two 
(with one on the way) is able 
to pick her kids up from 


school after finishing her day 
shift, while her husband Jason 
heads off to work an evening 
shift with ETS. 

City officials hope to ease 
such concerns with the pro¬ 
posed Westwood Transit Gar¬ 
age, which is currently funded 
in the proposed capital budget 
through debt financing. 

A daycare facility with 60- 
80 spots is planned as part of 
the $181.6-million building, 
something Coun. Bev Essling- 
er said she supports in theoiy. 

“It’s a phenomenal idea, 
but my worry is that there’s 
700 Edmonton Transit em¬ 
ployees and only 60 (daycare) 
spaces,” she said in a recent 
transportation meeting. 

Amalgamated Transit 
Union Local 569 representa¬ 
tives have urged city council 
to seriously consider having 
daycare facilities at the garage 
because of a “great strain on 
the family environment.” 


Many parents working 
with the city post on the ETS 
Marketplace Facebook page, 
asking if someone could 
watch their child. 

“It would be veiy hard for 
single parents to work with 
ETS and not have a daycare 
situation,” Ravenhorst said. 
“With this new Westwood, it 
would be beneficial to have 
your children there until they 
are able to go to school.” 

Council will begin budget 
deliberations on Nov. 26, in¬ 
cluding the potential funding 
of a new Westwood Transit 
Garage. 

“We were told ... that we 
may not need to replace it 
until the 2020s. So realistic¬ 
ally, I think we have to give 
that consideration,” said 
Coun. Andrew Knack. “There 
are a lot of big priorities on 
that (budget) list, and $180 
million could go a long way to 
funding some smaller items.”

The Alberta Liquor and Gam¬ 
ing Commission quietly 
uncorked changes to liquor 
regulations last week that 
should pave the way for tast¬ 
ing rooms in the province’s 
craft breweries. 

Prior to new rules, brew¬ 
ers weren’t allowed to sell 
product on-site, but could 
have sampling rooms to give 


small tastes. 

“It allows them to sell and 
serve drinks in their manu¬ 
facturing premises,” said Tat- 
jana Laslcovic, a spokesperson 
for the corporation, who 
said many manufacturers 
had asked for the change as 
part of making their facilities 
more viable. 

“This is one example of lis¬ 
tening to the industiy more 
and responding with business 
changes.” 

Neil Herbst, co-owner of 
Edmonton’s Alley Kat Brew¬ 
ing, said the change is a wel¬ 
come one for his business. 

“You see these sorts of 
things in Montana and B.C. 
and I think it works veiy 
well,” he said. 


Herbst said his breweiy 
already offers samples at the 
end of tours from a tasting 
room, but he can’t serve up 
pints or charge for them. 

“Really what’s happening 
now is, I can sell pints instead 
of giving them away,” he said. 

Herbst said he still has 
concerns about the AGLC’s 
rules and regulations and 
said even this positive change 
came with little warning. 

“It would have been nice 
if we had known it was com¬ 
ing,” he said. 

Overall, Herbst said, there 
is a need for change in Alberta 
about how liquor is sold, but 
in the short term he will take 
this improvement.

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City snow budget short on cash

Edmonton’s snow-clearing 
budget could be running short 
next year if council doesn’t sign 
off on two requests for $5.2 mil¬ 
lion more. 

The two requests would add 
37,000 more hours of hired 
equipment, as well as increased 
service around school zones, 
set minimum standards for 
road width and clear windrows 
from driveways. 

Gord Cebiyk, the city’s 
branch manager of transporta¬ 
tion, said the additional hours 
better reflect what the city ac¬ 
tually uses each year. 

“We’re trying to be more re¬ 
flective of what the actual costs 
are, based on 10 years’ worth of 
data,” he said. 

The city’s snow-clearing pro¬ 
gram for this year is $10 million 
over budget. Cebiyk said the 
city keeps plowing regardless 
of the budget, but would like to

have a more realistic target. 

“There is a certain amount 
of uncontrollable activity that 
you have to respond to,” he 
said. 

The other increases are 
added services that council con¬ 
sidered earlier this year. Cebrylc 
said those added services would 
need the additional funds be¬ 
cause it would be difficult to do 
in the current budget. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said he 
doesn’t understand why the 
budget would be unfunded. 

“What are your taxes pay¬ 
ing for if it is not to clear the 
snow?” 

Nickel is disappointed these 
projects weren’t part of the 
existing budget. 

“What is the possible logic 
of bringing unfunded snow¬ 
clearing packages?” 




Bus-cyclist encounters spark awareness hashtag 


Cyclist Rachel Keglowitsch 
didn’t worry at first about 
the Edmonton transit bus 
stopped beside her as she 
waited on her bike for a ped¬ 
estrian to cross 112 Street. 

But then, the driver of the 
bus swerved into the lane, 
almost striking Keglowitsch 
before she veered out of the 
way. 

“I was in their way and if 


they kept going they would 
have crushed me,” she said. 

Near misses and accidents 
between cyclists and buses 
in the city like these wit¬ 
nessed by Edmontonian Tim 
Querengesser prompted him 
to start the Twitter hashtag 
#cyclesandbusesyeg in hopes 
that ETS managers hear cyc¬ 
lists’ concerns. 

“I think it comes down 


to the fact that we’re shar¬ 
ing the same tiny bit of road, 
that drivers are incentivized 
to hit deadlines and drive ag¬ 
gressively and that perhaps 
they haven’t been educated 
about the growing reality 
that cyclists are going to 
be on the right-side of the 
road,” he wrote in an email 
to Metro. 

David Shepherd, a mem¬ 


ber of the Edmonton Bike 
Coalition, said near misses 
have only happened to him 
twice while riding downtown 
for three years, but he still 
sees great value in having an 
awareness of incidents on so¬ 
cial media. 

“I think awareness is al¬ 
ways a good thing,” Shep¬ 
herd said. “But certainly if 
it’s something where other 


people are having a common 
experience then it’s certainly 
worth discussing and talking 
about to see if there’s some 
way to raise cyclists’ and bus 
drivers’ (awareness) to ensure 
we’re both looking 
out for each other.” /

The U.S. Senate has rejected 
a proposal to fast-traclc the 
approval of the controversial 
Keystone XL pipeline. 

Pipeline supporters needed 
60 votes to win approval for 
the bill, but it went down to 
defeat by a margin of 59-41. 

Had it passed, U.S. President 
Barack Obama was widely ex¬ 
pected to veto the bill, which 
was designed to short-circuit 
the White House’s own en¬ 
vironmental review process. 

Last week, Obama sug¬ 


gested that Keystone XL would 
have a negligible positive 
impact on the U.S. economy, 
an assertion denied by both 
TransCanada Corp., the com¬ 
pany behind it, and the Can¬ 
adian government. 

On Tuesday, Natural Re¬ 
sources Minister Greg Rickford 
insisted otherwise as he ex¬ 
pressed disappointment in the 
result of the vote. 

“This project will create 
jobs, long-term economic pros¬ 
perity, energy security and en¬ 


vironmental stewardship on 
both sides of our shared bor¬ 
der,” he said in a statement. 

Further, Rickford con¬ 
tinued, the State Department 
has already concluded that the 
project would not by itself re¬ 
sult in increased output from 
the Alberta oilsands, and would 
replace “insecure sources” of 
crude with “a secure, reliable 
supply from Canada, North Da¬ 
kota and Montana.” 

TransCanada Corp. has also 
long insisted the project would 


create tens of thousands of U.S. 
construction jobs. 

Greenpeace Canada, long 
an opponent of the project, 
cheered the Senate for re¬ 
jecting the proposal on en¬ 
vironmental grounds. 

Keystone XL “would en¬ 
able the production of over 24 
million tonnes of greenhouse 
gas emissions per year while 
threatening communities and 
their water supplies,” said 
spokesman Mike Hudema. 

As a result of the vote, the 
question of whether to ap¬ 
prove the project is not likely 
to resurface until the new 
year, which is when the pro- 
Keystone Republicans will take 
over control of the Senate, 
wrested from the Democrats 
in midterm elections earlier 
this month, the Canadian press 


Public service or career? 

Researcher urging term 
limits for city councillors 


Tired of watching municipal in¬ 
cumbents hold power for years, 
even decades, Vass Bednar is 
leading a push for term limits 
on city councils. 

“Isn’t it undemocratic to 
elect the same people over and 
over again?” asked Bednar, who 
works as a researcher at the 
Martin Prosperity Institute in 
Toronto. 

In October, Toronto voters 
endorsed 37 of the 38 council¬ 
lors who stood for re-election. 
It was a similar stoiy last week 
in Vancouver, where nine of the 
city’s 10 incumbent councillors 
held on to their seats. Bednar 
wants to see municipal polit¬ 
icians limited to two terms. 


She’s not alone. In Toronto, 
Coun. Maiy-Margaret Mc¬ 
Mahon has vowed to step down 
after her second term. On her 
website, McMahon writes that 
“city politics is a public service, 
not a career.” 

York University professor 
Dennis Pilon agrees that incum¬ 
bents hold too much power, 
but doesn’t believe term limits 
are the answer. 

“If you want a reform that 
would genuinely advance To¬ 
ronto politics, then get rid of 
the ban on political parties,” he 
said, adding that parties can give 
aspiring councillors a leg up by 
associating them with a brand.

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Canadian wounded, at least 
5 killed in Israeli synagogue 


Hitting close to home. 

Israel's government 
vows retaliation in act 
of violence that killed 
four rabbis, policeman 


A Canadian who moved to Is¬ 
rael to pursue his devout faith 
30 years ago was left fight¬ 
ing for his life after an attack 
at the synagogue where he 
prayed three times a day, his 
sister said Tuesday. 

Shelley Rothman-Benhaim 
said her brother Howie Chaim 
Rotman suffered multiple stab 
wounds when two Palestinian 
cousins stormed into his local 
temple wielding meat cleav¬ 
ers, knives and a gun. 

The attackers killed four 
rabbis before being slain 
themselves in a police shoot¬ 
out. A police officer later died 


of his injuries. 

The attack, the deadliest 
in the countiy since 2008, left 
the Israeli government vow¬ 
ing retaliation and drew the 
ire of world leaders includ¬ 
ing Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper. 

Rothman-Benhaim said 
that her brother underwent 
surgeries on his head, eyes 
and arms Tuesday and is cur¬ 
rently in a medically induced 
coma in a Jerusalem hospital. 

Canada’s Department of 
Foreign Affairs did not iden¬ 
tify Rotman by name, but said 
they were offering support 
to a dual Canadian-Israeli cit¬ 
izen. 

“We express our condol¬ 
ences to the victims and wish 
a speedy and full recoveiy 
to those injured in today’s 
deplorable terrorist attack,” 
spokesman Francois Lasalle 
said in an email.

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Canada’s biggest 
earners now a little 
less wealthy: Report 


Statistics Canada. 

The 1 %’s share of 
the country's overall 
income fell, while the 
99 %’s income shares 
stabilized or rose 


Canada’s mega-rich lost ground 
to the other 99 per cent, say 
newly released figures from 
Statistics Canada. 

The top one per cent of Can¬ 
adian earners saw their share 
of the country’s overall income 
tumble to a six-year low in 
2012, the agency said in a re¬ 
port Tuesday. 

The wealthiest Canadians, 
the data shows, held 10.3 per 
cent of total earnings, a drop 
from a peak of 12.1 per cent in 
2006.

Women represented 21.3 
per cent of the ranks of Can¬ 
ada’s super-wealthy in 2012 — 
nearly double their proportion 
of 11.4 per cent in 1982. 

“Although Canadian men 
represent the vast majority of 
the top income groups, the 
number and share of women in 
(the) top one per cent reached a 
31-year high in 2012,” said the 
Statistics Canada report, which 
also elaborated on how much 
the gap narrowed overall. 

“The six-year period be¬ 
tween 2006 and 2012 also 
marked, for the first time since 
1982, a prolonged period in 
which the total income shares 
of the bottom 90 per cent, 95 
per cent and 99 per cent of Can¬ 
adian tax filers rose or stabil¬ 
ized.”

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HIGH TIME FOR AN UPDATE? 

Sex ed. We all suffered through it. But is the program that was taught in schools a decade ago still relevant to kids today? With high-profile sex assault cases in the news, 
some educators and activists are renewing their call for schools to go beyond the basics and tackle issues of sexual violence, stopping it before it starts. 

But not everyone is on board with these ideas. Metro’s Jessica Smith Cross spoke with people on both sides of the debate. 


Overhaul 
urgently needed 

What is missing from the current sex-ed 
curriculum? In Ontario schools, according to 
some, it’s discourse on sexual violence. 

Chris Markham is the executive director of 
the Ontario Physical and Health Education As¬ 
sociation, which is asking for sex-ed instruct¬ 
ors to talk to kids about sexual consent. 

According to Markham, the acceptable 
standard for consent has evolved in recent 
years: It is no longer about the absence of a 
“no,” but the presence of an active, enthusias¬ 
tic “Hell yes.” 

Markham said that the idea of consent 
should be taught “as soon as possible,” in an 
age-appropriate way. 

“In Grade 1, part of the reason kids are 
taught the proper body part names is to help 
prevent future abuse,” he said. “(They’re 
taught) if someone is doing something that 
isn’t comfortable to you, you need to speak 
to an adult and use the proper terminology 
when explaining that. That is the beginning of 
consent.” 

What students should be taught about 
consent ought evolve as they mature. It should 
focus on teaching kids how to make healthy 
decisions that respect their bodies and feel¬ 
ings, and those of others, Markham said. For 
example, he noted that the 2010 curriculum 
states that in Grade 7, students should learn 
about sexually transmitted infections (STIs) 
and about engaging in sexual activity only 
when both partners consent. 

Coming at the debate from a different 
perspective is Mia Biondi, co-ordinator of the 
PROS (Providing Resources, Offering Support) 
program at All Saints Community Centre- 
Church in Toronto. She argues the curriculum 
revamp is an opportunity to educate students 
about human trafficking and the sex trade. 

The idea is to teach students how to recognize 
a pimp or recruiter, because those who prey 
on young people typically present themselves 
as a friend, she said. 

That would include teaching students les¬ 
sons like, “Just because someone is giving gifts 
or attention, it doesn’t mean they’re doing it 
from a good place,” Biondi said. 

The human trafficking curriculum should 
be for Grade 7 students, and done in a sensi¬ 
tive, age-appropriate way, said Biondi. 



Against 


Attempted overhaul 


The Ontario government 
has pledged to consult with 
parents on updates to sex-ed 
curriculum and implement a 
new program in September 
2015. The last attempt in 
2010 to update the decade- 
old curriculum was halted 
due to opposition from 
some parents and religious 
groups. 

• Among the proposals was 
teaching third-graders about 
same-sex marriage, sixth- 
graders about masturba¬ 
tion, and seventh-graders 
about oral sex and STIs. 

• Ontario's sex-ed program 
hasn't been changed 
since 1998, before the 
widespread use of cell¬ 
phones and social media 
among kids, and teens. 





Alberta curriculum 


Most parents in Canada can opt their 
children out of in-class sex-ed classes 
but they have to teach the material at 
home. Here’s a condensed look at how 
kids are taught about sex in Alberta: 

• Grade 4. The emotional and physical 
changes that occur during puberty. 


• Grade 5. The components and 
function of the reproductive system. 

• Grade 6 . Risk factors associated 
with exposure to HIV, hepatitis, body 
piercing and needles. 

• Grade 9. Coping strategies related 
to different rates of physical and 
sexual development. 


• Grade 11. The role of trust in intimate 

relationships. 

• Grade 12 . The consequences of being 

sexually active. 


Sex-ed curriculum 
goes too far already 

Some people were vocally opposed to a 
proposal to modernize Ontario curriculum in 
2010, and they continue to be so today. 

Nancy Winslow, a mother and grand¬ 
mother from Beamsville, Ont., said she 
believes parents, not teachers, should teach 
kids about sex. She said the curriculum is not 
age-appropriate, nor appropriate in any way. 

Winslow said students should not be 
taught sexual consent. 


Too much, too soon? 


"Children are being exposed to 
far more than their psyches can

“I don’t think sex needs to be discussed at 
school, certainly not in the young grades. Chil¬ 
dren are being exposed to far more than their 
psyches can handle. It takes away their innocence 
and it takes away their childhood,” she said. 

Winslow said she believes education about 
human trafficking should be reserved for high 
school students, who would be ready to learn 
about it. 

“Schools should be teaching self-respect, 
self-discipline and respect for others,” she said. 

Progressive Conservative MPP Monte 
McNaughton asked Ontario Premier Kathleen 
Wynne pointed questions in the legislature 
Tuesday about the government’s plan to con¬ 
sult parents on the sex-ed curriculum, and ac¬ 
cused the government of breaking its promise 
to meaningfully consult with parents on what 
they want their children to learn about sex. 

“One carefully selected hand-picked parent 
per school represents 4,000 parents out of mil¬ 
lions of Ontario parents. That’s barely one per 
cent of parents,” he said. 

He called the process “covert,” “a farce,” 
“smoke and mirrors,” and an insult to parents. 

“When will you reveal the contents of the 
new Liberal sex education curriculum so all 
parents in the province can see for themselves 
what you have planned for their children?” 

McNaughton said the premier was 
“afraid” to tell parents what the curriculum 
will include.

Canadians won’t be celebrat¬ 
ing American Thanksgiving 
next week but a road trip 
south of the border for Black 
Friday has become a tradition 
for bargain hunters north of 
the 49th parallel. Here’s a few 
things to consider: 

Cost of the trip 

The good news is gas prices 
are at record lows when com¬ 
pared to the last four years 
but you still need to account 
for things like overnight 
accommodation and meals. 
Travelzoo.ca has some great 
hotel deals in cities like New 
York, Boston and Chicago. 

For the best bargains, limit 
your trip to a two-night stay; 
arrive on the Thursday and 
depart on Saturday. 

Timing 

Americans looking to get 
their hands on the best deals 
are already lined up outside 
the big-name stores. With 


some sales scheduled to start 
at midnight next Thursday, 
serious shoppers should 
prepare to be up all night. On 
the way home, expect long 
waits at the border. Canada 
Border Services Agency says 
peak times are between 12:00 
p.m. and 9:00 p.m. 

Plan out your purchases 

Despite the fact that 
Canadian retailers have 
jumped on the Black Friday 
bandwagon in recent years, 
you will likely find better 
deals south of the border. 
However, with the current 
exchange rate, it is worth 
doing some cost compari¬ 
sons. RedFlagDeals.com 
offers screenshots of Can¬ 
adian and American Black 
Friday Flyers that have 
already hit the market. 

Track what you buy 

Ensure you know the rules 
when you get to the border. 
After an absence of 24 hours, 
you may bring back $200 
worth of goods duty- and 
tax-free; after 48 hours, 
your personal exemption is 
$800. There are no personal 
exemptions for same-day 
purchases. Make life easy for 
yourself and be sure proper 
identification for eveiyone in 
your vehicle is readily avail¬ 
able and have your receipts 
handy, totaled and categor¬ 
ized by the items purchased. 



The Brooklyn of Paris 



Redefining cool. 

Remember when 
every city wanted to 
be Paris? Now a part 
of the City of Light is 
hoping it's hip enough 
to be like New York's 
booming borough 


For more than a centuiy, cit¬ 
ies around the world have 
compared themselves to Paris. 
Many claim to be the Paris of 
the East: Bucharest, Prague, 
Istanbul, Beirut and Shanghai 
to name a few. There’s also the 
Paris of North America (Mont¬ 
real), the Paris of South Amer¬ 
ica (Buenos Aires) and the Paris 
of the Plains — Kansas City in 
the Jazz Age. 

But now the wannabe city 
is Brooklyn. Eveiy neighbour¬ 
hood with a critical mass of 
bearded hipsters, bike shops 
and vegan cafes calls itself “the 
new Brooklyn.” Ballard is the 
Brooklyn of Seattle. Glasgow 
and Melbourne both claim 
Brooklyn cool. And Oakland, 
Calif., has been called the 
Brooklyn of San Francisco so 
many times that Julia Cosgrove, 
editor of AFAR travel magazine, 
says she “can’t bear to read an¬ 
other stoiy about it.” 

There’s even a Brooklyn of 
Paris: the once-gritty suburb 
of Pantin. Its derelict, graffiti- 
covered warehouses have been 
taken over by galleries and art¬ 
ists, turning it into the hippest 
place in the City of Light. Just 
like in Brooklyn, real estate 
prices have shot up, and old 
industrial buildings now house 
luxuiy lofts. 

“It may have a way to go 
before it’s on a par with Brook¬ 
lyn, but I expect it will continue 
to develop, considering how 
much investment and risk-tak¬ 


ing is going on there — along¬ 
side the natural flux of artists 
toward the area,” said artist Oli¬ 
ver Beer, who works both with 
a galleiy in Pantin and with the 
Museum of Modem Art’s con- 
temporaiy arts outpost, PS1, in 
New York City. 

Other signs of what’s called 
the “Brooklynization of Paris” 
include gluten-free restau¬ 
rants and juice bars popping 
up. “It used to be when young 
chefs studied under the great 
chefs, they wanted to open 
important restaurants or go to 
the countryside and get their 
Michelin star. Now they’re 
rejecting that model, they’re 
saying, ‘I’m going to do more 
back-to-the-roots, farm-to-table 


cooking in a small restaurant 
with a few tables,”’ said Kath¬ 
erine Johnstone, a spokes¬ 
woman for Atout France USA, 
the French tourism agency in 
New York, describing a shift 
that some observers compare 
to Brooklyn’s culinary scene. 

On Oct. 10, The Atlantic 
published a list of places The 
New York Times has compared 
to Brooklyn with headlines like 
Brooklyn in Beijing and Brook¬ 
lyn on the Hudson. Undaunted, 
a Nov. 6 Times headline read: 
A Touch of Brooklyn in Ridge¬ 
wood, Queens. 

And if Queens is the new 
Brooklyn, there’s already a 
name for that, too: Quooklyn.

With new bou¬ 
tique hotels, celebrity chef 
restaurants and all-day clubs, 
Vegas continues to evolve at a 
pace unlike any other city. 

While many visitors enjoy 
the spoils of Las Vegas — 
gambling, entertainment and 
culinaiy delights — there is 
also a softer side to Vegas. 

“Many properties are non¬ 
gaming and non-smoking 
with nature integrated into

On and off the Strip, new 
hotels are offering something 
a little different from the pre¬ 
viously popular “themed” ho¬ 
tels. 

The Cromwell, which re¬ 
cently opened its doors, is 
considered the Strip’s first 
boutique hotel with just 188 
rooms, offering a throwback 
Parisian vibe. It’s also home 
to celebrity chef Giada De Lau- 
rentiis’ first restaurant. Called 
Giada, it features the chef’s 
signature Italian cuisine 
with California influences. 

And Drai’s Beach Club, 



located on The Cromwell’s 
rooftop, does double-duty as 
a beach club during the day 
and nightclub in the evening 
(with late-night pool parties) 
on its 65,000-square-foot pool 
deck. 

The Cromwell is part of a 
new outdoor shopping, din¬ 
ing and entertainment district 
called LINQ, located smack 
dab in the centre of the Strip. 

The Philippe Starck-de- 
signed SLS Hotel & Casino, 
which opened for business 
in October, is located further 
down the Strip (past Wynn 


and Encore), but not quite 
downtown. 

At SLS, you have the best of 
both worlds, Strasser said. It’s 
on the heels of the Strip, but 
a stone’s throw from the vin- 
tage-meets-hipster elements of 
downtown Vegas. 

“Culturally, Las Vegas 
has evolved immensely with 
new, hip destinations like the 
Downtown Container Park, 
which attracts artisans, has 
terrific restaurants, shops and 
galleries, and is a neat counter¬ 
point to the excitement of the 
Strip,” Strasser said.

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Globetrotting in the virtual world 


Exotic gaming. 

Video game designers 
are setting their 
adventures in more 
far-flung locales 
to satisfy gamer 
wanderlust 


At the beginning of Call of Duty: 
Advanced Warfare, the recently 
released instalment in Activ¬ 
ision’s blockbuster militaiy 
shooter franchise, the player is 
dumped from the sky in a drop 
pod onto an urban battlefield, 
smashing into skyscrapers and 
landing in a futuristic, war-tom 
rendition of a city that’s rarely 
depicted in video games: Seoul, 
South Korea. 

It’s a Wizard of Oz moment 
for the Call of Duty series. 

The interactive medium has 
long built digital playgrounds 
based on real-world locales. 
However, recent technological 
leaps, as well as an endless 
string of games set in ubiqui¬ 
tous locations like New York 
and Los Angeles, have motiv¬ 


ated developers of some of the 
year’s biggest and most antici¬ 
pated games to boldly go where 
they haven’t before. 

“I think designers are on the 
lookout for compelling places 
you want to be,” said Advanced 
Warfare senior level designer 
Colin Munson. “It’s fantasy ful¬ 
filment. That’s probably why 
we always see New York and 
Los Angeles. We made it a con¬ 
certed effort at the beginning 
of development to broaden our 
levels. Seoul was one of the first 
that came to mind.” 

Munson found that the 
city’s sprawling shopping dis¬ 
trict seamlessly served as a 
shooting galleiy, and Seoul’s 
wide streets — normally a no- 
no in first-person shooter level 
design — made for the perfect 
spot to unleash a swarm of 
enemy drones 50 years in the 
future. 

The pervasiveness of im- 
ageiy and records online has 
made it both easier and more 
difficult for designers. The cre¬ 
ators of the present-day open- 
world shoot-’em-up Far Ciy 4, 
scheduled for release Nov. 18, 
found a disconnect between 
what they glimpsed on their 


screens and what they experi¬ 
enced in person when visiting 
the country that inspired their 
sequel. 

A team of Far Cry 4 de¬ 
signers travelled to Nepal 
while fashioning Kyrat, a 
fictional nation in the Hima¬ 
layas entrenched in a bullet- 
riddled revolt. The Ubisoft 
game’s vistas mirror Nepal’s 
lush forests that give way to 
snowy mountains. The more 
difficult balance to strike 
was creating a realm that 
felt fantastically realistic 
but wouldn’t offend folks in 
the real world. 

“We’re inspired by the loca¬ 
tions and cultures, but we don’t 
directly reference it,” said Far 
Ciy 4 narrative director Mark 
Thompson. 

“We did work early on to 
create a unique mythology 
and religion for Kyrat, bor¬ 
rowing from the themes and 
symbolism of Buddhism and 
Hinduism. At the end of the 
day, we’re making a video 
game. It’s about escapism and 
fun.” 

Apparently, there’s still 
nothing like the real thing.

Leaving an audience in awe 
is not the easiest thing to ac¬ 
complish. Practice matters, 
and as you gradually get the 
hang of managing different 
audiences, you will soon 
begin to realize that it gets 
easier over time. 

Before you know it, you’ll 
be able to present on just 
about anything with ease, 
and with minimal butter¬ 
flies in your tummy. Here 
are some tips that are key 
to any professional presen¬ 
tation. 

Rehearse 

Practice really does make 
perfect, so go over your 
presentation as much as pos¬ 
sible. With lots of practice, 
the content of your presen¬ 
tation will become second 
nature and you won’t re¬ 
quire cue cards or notes. 

Want feedback? Rehearse 
in front of friends, family or 
co-workers so you can see 
how you do under (a little) 
pressure. Not ready for that? 
Try a mirror. 

Tip: Keep in mind that there 
may be interruptions or 
questions throughout your 
presentation. This is why 
you need to be comfortable 
with your material — don’t 
treat it like a recitation. 

Keep it straight and 
to the point 

Present your information in 
a clear and concise way. It is 
easy to lose someone’s atten¬ 
tion if you take too long to 
get to the key points across. 
Ask yourself: What are the 
key pieces of information 


you need to communicate? 
Is there anything unneces¬ 
sary you can omit? Timing 
your presentation can help 
you identify areas that are 
over-long or too short — 
these sections may be due 
for a review. 

Tip: Deliver your presenta¬ 
tion to someone who knows 
little about your subject 
matter. How do they react? 

Consider personal 


presentation 

Your appearance and body 
language is crucial. Keep 
your arms from crossing in 
front of you, don’t fidget, 
and move through your 
space while presenting 
(walking across the stage, 
for example). These small 
details can help keep the 
audience engaged, and make 
your presentation more than 
a static talking head behind a 
podium with cue cards. 


Tip: Make sure to pay atten¬ 
tion to how you dress. Prop¬ 
er attire makes a great im¬ 
pression and can boost your 
self-confidence. 

Create a call to action 

A good presentation in¬ 
cludes a clear next step for 
your audience. This is usu¬ 
ally a type of action (con¬ 
necting, engaging, purchas¬ 
ing), or at least underscores 
the identity of the person or

• Nobody engages with a presentation slide full of words 
(and it's not very visually appealing, either). 


• Presenters often use too much text when they aren’t confi¬ 
dent in the presentation they are giving and need the slides 
as speaking references. This is where practising will help. 


Tip: Sustain the flow of your presentation by embedding vid¬ 
eos directly in each slide. Having to exit the presentation 
for any reason puts you at risk of losing momentum.

Nobody likes to be last. And 
though I’m sure he’s way 
past the point of paying 
attention to outside noise, 
it probably stings just a bit 
that Oilers coach Dallas 
Eakins was recently ranked 
30th among NHL bench 
bosses by an ESPN panel.

fact, Matt Frattin, now with 
the NHL’s Maple Leafs, 
got hurt while scoring an 
empty-net goal in the last 
game of the conference 
final against Oklahoma 
City, the Oilers’ affiliate. 

That made Eakins the 
top free agent among 
coaches during the sum¬

Review. Buick Enclave 
has room for eight, but 
looks and drives much 
better than a minivan

No one was quite sure what 
would happen when Buick en¬ 
tered the SUV market with its 
all-new Enclave in 2008, but it 
turned out to be a bestseller 
for the company, which now 
also offers a compact sport-ute 
called the Encore. 

The Enclave, based on a 
model that’s also sold as the 
Chevrolet Traverse and GMC 
Acadia, has undergone several 
refinements since that first 
model. The 2015 version is 
mostly unchanged from 2014, 
with just the new availability 
of a heated wood-and-leather 
steering wheel. 

In front-wheel drive, it 
comes in a single trim level 
starting at $47,760. I drove 
it in the all-wheel-drive con¬ 
figuration, which starts at 
$50,760. My Premium tester 
started at $55,260 and had a 
few added options, including 
a twin-pane sunroof and a 


trailer tow package, which in¬ 
cludes heavy-duty cooling and 
raises the Enclave’s towing 
ability from 2,000 to 4,500 lb. 

Power comes from a 
smooth-running 3.6-litre V6, 
mated to a six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission. 

The ride is composed and 
luxurious, and the Enclave 
handles well without feeling 
heavy. What really impresses 
is its surprisingly tight turning 
circle: I’ve driven small sedans 


that can’t turn around as eas¬ 
ily as this big ute does. That’s a 
real bonus when you’re trying 
to park it in tight quarters. 

The Enclave includes three 
rows of seats and, unlike some 
of its competitors, it’s not only 
easy to get into the third row, 
but there’s also good legroom 
back there and the seats are 
comfortable. 

Both the second and third 
rows fold flat to provide more 
cargo space. 


If there’s a downside to 
this vehicle, it’s the interior. 
Although it looks spectacular 
at first glance, with double- 
stitched accents and wood 
trim, there’s far too much 
hard, pebbly plastic — mak¬ 
ing it seem much cheaper. 

Beyond those complaints, 
though, the Enclave is a well- 
equipped, comfortable, and 
powerful way to get a lot of 
passengers wherever they 
need to go.

Norway is starting to get on 
my nerves. The list of things 
it’s good at is getting too 
long. 

I wouldn’t mind so much 
if the list was contained 
to Nordic things, such as 
ski jumping, cross-country 
skiing, and eating the most 
lingonberries per capita. 

But, no, the things 
Norway is good at — world¬ 
topping even — are both 
significant and universal. 

A few examples: 

How about the most 
sovereign wealth per capita? 
Sure, Norway has oil, but so 
do a lot of other countries, 


including Canada. By the end 
of 2020, Norway officials ex¬ 
pect its Government Pension 
Fund Global to be worth the 
equivalent of $1.1 trillion US 
in today’s money. 

How about the world’s 
best school system? This is 
obviously a subjective rating, 
but many experts make a 
case that Norway’s school 
system, based on the mantra, 
“One School for All,” is the 
best in the world. 

It consistently ranks 
very high in every educa¬ 
tional metric, and dovetails 
perfectly with the countiy’s 
vision of providing em¬ 
ployment and a place for 
eveiyone. Norwegians are ex¬ 
pected to “master the art of 
living together.” Maybe a bit 
left-leaning for some North 
Americans, but it works for 
them. 

And how about the 
Syltelabb? This delicacy, 
a holiday favourite of the 
Norwegians, is to die for, es¬ 
pecially if you have a thing, 
like they and I do, for boiled, 
salt-cured pig’s trotters. 

Norway is also the 
top-ranking country in the 


World Economic Forum’s 
Global Energy Architectural 
Performance Index, which 
purports to measure how 
countries manage energy, 
through the metrics of 
economic growth, sustain¬ 
ability, and access. Norway 
does several things well in 
this regard, but one way it 
probably leads the world is 


in burning garbage in a prof¬ 
itable and clean way. This 
was a headline in the U.K.’s 
Guardian newspaper earlier 
this year: Trash to cash: Norway 
leads the way in turning waste 
into energy. 

The article explains that 
U.K. cities are paying to send 
rubbish to Norway, and Nor¬ 
way is importing as much 


rubbish as it can get, in an ef¬ 
fort to generate more energy 
by burning waste in its vast 
and efficient incinerators. 

And now, I’ve just learned 
that Norway leads the world 
when it comes to electric 
vehicle adoption. Norway, 
that oil-rich, cold-climate na¬ 
tion, has more EVs per capita 
than any other countiy. 


Roughly one in six cars 
sold in Norway is an EV, a 
veiy healthy 16 per cent 
share. By my reckoning, 
about one in 250 cars sold 
in Canada during 2013 was 
an EV, for a 0.004-per-cent 
share. (The share gets even 
more molecular when you 
lump in the 978,000 cross¬ 
overs, SUVs and light trucks 
sold in 2013, many of which 
are used like cars.) 

Norway created a way for 
EVs to flourish, through high 
tax incentives and a compre¬ 
hensive and publicly funded 
charging infrastructure. 

We don’t seem to have 
the same appetite to invest 
in EV adoption and infra¬ 
structure in Canada. 

But with Norway’s track 
record of success in eveiy- 
thing from making succulent 
dishes with pig’s feet to 
making the best of anything 
energy-related, you wonder if 
maybe we should be follow¬ 
ing its EV lead more closely. 

We’re different countries 
with different characteristics, 
but there is no denying that 
Norway has the upper hand 
right now.

Porsche adds hybrid SUV to its stable of electric vehicles 


Detroit Electric close to production 


Porsche has added a Cayenne hybrid tall wagon to its widening portfolio of electrified 
high-end vehicles for 2015 —joining the 918 Spyder super sports car and Panamera S 
E-Hybrid executive sedan. The Cayenne is the first premium plug-in hybrid SUV, the 
automaker says. Like the Panamera plug-in, the Cayenne S E-Hybrid packs a 333-horse¬ 
power 3.0-litre supercharged V6, supplemented by a 95-horsepower electric motor. The 
bigger-bodied Cayenne also gets a larger lithium-ion traction battery to feed that motor. 
With total system torque clocking in at 435 lb.-ft. between 1,250 and 4,000 r.p.m., it will 
sprint to 100 km/h in a reasonably quick 5.4 seconds.

Detroit Electric has finalized the exterior design of its 
pure electric two-seat SP:01, as it gears up for produc¬ 
tion in Leamington Spa, England. The lightweight, 
low-volume sports car will be billed as the world’s 
fastest battery-electric car when it goes on sale in Asia, 
Europe and North America next year. The design has 
been subtly updated to improve the vehicle’s aerody¬ 
namic performance. The most striking element is a 
new fastback configuration, replacing the prototype’s 
high-edged “flying buttresses” on either side of the 
rear window. Cladding the battery pack in a protective 
composite casing has also improved torsional rigidity to 
better protect it from punctures in a collision.

Toyota. First fuel-cell car hits streets 
in Japan, should arrive here next year 



Volvo has become the first 
auto maker to embrace Goo¬ 
gle’s Cardboard do-it-yourself 
virtual reality headset. 

The Swedish company 
will be using the 
technology and 
a smartphone 
app to offer 
visitors to the 
L.A. auto show 
a new way to 
experience its 
latest models. 

Google Cardboard turns 
any smartphone into a vir¬ 
tual reality headset. When 


combined with the Volvo Re¬ 
ality app from Google’s Play 
store, Volvo fans will be able 
to slide their phone into the 
headset and get a sense of 
what it will be 
like to sit be¬ 
hind the wheel 
of the XC90 — 
Volvo’s new 
flagship SUV. 

“With a 
smartphone, 
cardboard, two 
lenses and a magnet, cus¬ 
tomers can experience a test 
drive that puts them in the 


driver’s seat of the XC90,” 
said Bodil Eriksson of Volvo 
Cars North America. 

“With Google Cardboard, 
we can deliver an experience 
that is so much richer than 
simple videos or pictures. 
We can now transport people 
into a 360-degree world, 
where they can explore and 
experience the next-genera¬ 
tion luxuiy SUV, months be¬ 
fore it’s in dealerships.” 

Volvo is working on an iOS 
version of the app and plans 
to offer a trilogy of test-drive 
themes, afp 


Toyota said Tuesday it would 
start selling the world’s first 
mass-market fuel-cell car in 
Japan next month and else¬ 
where in 2015, in what its top 
executive called an industiy 
milestone. 

The four-door Mirai sedan, 
powered by hydrogen and 
emitting nothing but water 
vapour from its tailpipe, will 
launch with a price tag of 
6.7 million yen ($64,900) in 
Japan, where Toyota expects 
to sell 400 units next year. 

The Mirai, which means 
“future” in Japanese, will 
hit North America and some 
European countries in 2015. 

“We are at a turning point 
in the automotive industry,” 
Toyota chief executive Akio 
Toyoda said in a video mes¬ 
sage on the company website. 

Toyota is aiming to sell 
“tens of thousands” of Mirais 
over the next decade. 

A limited driving range 
and lack of refuelling stations 
have hampered development 
of fuel-cell and all-electric 
cars, which environmental¬ 
ists say could play a vital role 
in cutting greenhouse gas 
emissions. 


The Mirai can travel about 
650 kilometres without re¬ 
fuelling, and its tank can be 
filled in a few minutes like 
gasoline engine vehicles, 
Toyota said. 

“Mirai symbolizes two ma¬ 
jor innovations,” executive 
vice-president Mitsuhisa Kato 
said Tuesday in Tokyo. 

“First, this is an innovative 
way to solve global environ¬ 
mental and energy problems 
... and second, this innovation 
will help usher in a hydrogen- 
based society.” 


Fuel-cell cars are seen as 
the Holy Grail of green cars as 
they are powered by a chem¬ 
ical reaction of hydrogen 
and oxygen, which produces 
nothing but water. 

Tokyo has pledged to 
make hydrogen available at a 
price similar to, or less than, 
gasoline while boosting the 
number of refuelling stations 
to about 100 next year.

Although Suzuki will finish 
pulling out of the Canadian 
market by the end of 2014, its 
SX4 has been available here 
since 2007 — as both a com¬ 
pact sedan and a five-door 
hatch, similar to the Ford Fies¬ 
ta, Subaru Impreza and others. 

The SX4 offered good driving 
dynamics, a flexible cabin, good 
visibility and decent reliability. 
The hatchback could be optioned 
with all-wheel drive. 

Other content included cruise 
control, air conditioning, tinted 
windows, remote entiy, tilt steer¬ 
ing, power locks, an auto-dim¬ 
ming rearview mirror, heated 
seats, leather-wrapped accents 
and an in-dash CD changer. 

There are plenty of used mod¬ 
els available from 2007 to 2010 in 
the sub-$l0,000 price range. 


Common Issues 


Look for signs of unwelcome 
vibration at speed, which could 
be the result of a bad driveshaft 
or CV joints. The vibration may 
be accompanied by a rhythmic 
ticking or clunking sound. 

A roaring noise, or a loud 
hum at speed, could be the 
result of a bad wheel bearing. 
Have a mechanic take a look if 
you’re unsure of any sounds.

Providing that the SX4 
you’re considering passes 
simple mechanical checks, 
a well-maintained model 
will likely prove to be an 
affordable, reliable car 
loved for its all-season con¬ 
fidence, distinctiveness and 
sporty driving character. 


Sporty and spunky, especially with AWD 


reported the engine taking a 
while to fire up when started, 
which could be a computer- 
related issue that requires a re¬ 
flash of the system. 

Avoid models that have 
been lifted or subjected to 
other suspension modifica¬ 
tions, especially on SX4 AWD 
models, since modifying the 
factoiy setup can result in 
blown struts and worn-out 
wheel bearings. 

If the heat, AC or climate 
control system in general 
seems poor, a plugged cabin air 
filter is the likely culprit. 

Other issues are minor. 

A hood or hatch that won’t 
stay open on its own may need 
new hood struts, which are 
cheap and easy to repair. 

A rattle from beneath the 
car is likely an exhaust heat 
shield that’s become rusted 
and loose. It should be re¬ 
placed, but it can likely be re¬ 
moved with a pair of channel- 
locks and some biceps, for free. 

Non-functional air condi¬ 
tioning is likely caused by a 
bad compressor and/or com¬ 
pressor clutch. These repairs 
build on each other, so have a 
mechanic determine whether 
the car needs a new compres¬ 
sor clutch, or the entire com¬ 
pressor and clutch assembly. 

Finally, note that AWD- 
equipped SX4 models have 
more rigorous servicing re¬ 
quirements, with 30,000-kilo- 
metre intervals specified for 
certain fluid changes. 

Following this service regi¬ 
men is key to durability, so 
budget for an immediate fluid 
change and tune-up if the ser¬ 
vice records are unclear.
